VIOLATION OF LIBERTY. 



Kone knowa better than the 
veperable editor of the St. Louis 
AVestem Watchman that prohibition 
does not prohibit, and for forty 

ye;irs the cause of temperance and 
total abstinence has had no 
stauncher advocate than this same 
Father D. S. Phelan. In bis issue of 
May 20 he calls attention to condi- 
tions in (Missouri, and as usual calls 
a spnde a spade. While advocatlnff 
tempeniuce :\w\ t.it.il ;il)stinenee 
Father I'helan has never believed in 
making men good by legislation. On 
the contrary, he is in the fl^rht 
■gainst the proposed prohibition 
enactments. Hear hiin: 

"The argument that must lie u>fil 
to convince intelligent people must 
not be directed to their pocketbooks. 
We hold that the manufacturer of 
spirits and their aale is a natural 
Tight. Man has the ownership of his 
land nnd all that it can produce. To 
curtail the luir-bandiiiau's use of his 
land is to deprive him of some of its 
ownership. .\ farmer has as much 
right to raise grapes as he has to 
raise potatoea; and he can do what 
he wills with his crop. To forbid a 
farmer sellinpr "le product of his 
land is to take away from liiin the 
Mse of that land. Whatever a man 
owns he can diapose of. A thing a 
man la forbidden to aell he does not 
wholly own. 

"Prohibition Is a vislonarv and 
T'topian measure of reform. When 
a State ceases to manufacture S])lrits 
it be(,'ins to turn out hyjioerites aud 
lawbreakers. A prohibition enact- 
ment is not one that ita authors hope 
or expect to Mforce. It never has 
been enforced and never will be. The 
men wro j)reach prohibition do not 
practice total abstinence, and they 
know they are setting up a tyran- 
notM sham. They would go farther 
than the foes of racing. These did 
not make the raising of horses 
illegal and they did not confiscate 
the land laid o\it in race courses. 
The prohibitionists would not allow 
the land to bear or the owner to 
dispose of his crop." 

What Father Phelan aays is true 
and the ardent prohibition advocatea 
ahould pause and ponder over his 
advice.

ORIGIN OF WORD. 



etymolosy of Mass Mas 
Tracad to OM 
Mabraw. 



The word "mass" in its vArious 
forms is found !n nearly all lan- 
guages. In every land under the blue 
canopy of heaven this word is used 
to denote that great central act of 
tlhristian worship known as the sacri- 
fice of the mails. In Portugal the 
mass is called missa; the Danes, (icr- 
mans and rrcnch call it nie-sc. In 
Spain. South .\merica ami Mexico if 
is misa. In every part of t!ie I nited 
States nnd the Hritish e:ii]iire it is 
called mass. 

The etymology of this word has 
long been a mooted (piestion. Mnuy 
eminent theologians and philologists, 
from St. Thomas .\quinas down, have 
-written on the subject, but not one 
of them, as far as the nresent writer 
is aware, ever traced the word mass 
to the Hebrew word maseath, which 
signifies the elevation or lifting ^ip 
of the hands whilst offering sacrifice 
to God, says a Catholic exchange. 

In the Old Testament the mass was 
foreshadowed (Oen. 14:18) and fore- 
told (Mai. 1:11). In the New Testa- 
ment we find it protnised (.s^t. .lohn 
4:£.1, C:.-,l. ,')2). nnd celebrated by the 
first apostles (.\cts 13:2). 

'Now the first apostles were 
Hebrews, and the Hi-brew word for 
the elevation of the consecrated host 
in the mass Is "maseath." This word 
is found In the second verse of the 
140th Psalm In the Hebrew Bible: 
"Let my prayer be directed as in- 
cense in Thy sight: the elevation of 
my hands (maseath) as evening sacri 
fice." 

The word mass therefore was In 
all probability first applied to the 
daily sacrifice of the New Testament 
by the Christian Jews of the early 
ages, who were accustomed to wit- 
ness the elevation of the priest's 
nnnointed hands in sacrifice (mas- 
eath) every day. immediately after 
the c(uisecr;it ion, when tlio bread of 
earth became the living bicad from 
heaven and the blood of the grap' 
became the blood of the true Vine, 
Jesua Christ.

Germany, if she once obtained 
command of the sea, would be qufte 
out of reach of any Ameriean pres- 
sure. German snpremacy over Oreat 
liritain at sea nf a penuanent Wnd 
would at oni'c make if necessary for 
America to secure herself and the 
nolicv to which she is devoted by out- 
building and outorf^anizing Germany 
In the matter of sea power, but that 
miirht prove a tssk of the greatest 
difficulty, for It is hardlv likeh that 
Germany, having won command of 
the sea. would quietlv allow the 
T'nIted States to wrest It from her. 
Tf Is not for us to suirpest what will 
lio the nltimnle or practical effect of 
tl'ese considerations, lint we do sav 
without fear of contradiction that 
thev evist and that thev must affect 
♦be attitude taken un bv the United 
states toward anr strn<»«rle tor sea 
power between us and flermany."
